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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 7, drawn to Synchronization of Diverse "Media, classified in 
class 715, subclass 500.1. 

II. Claims 8-14, drawn to Locking of Video or Audio to Reference 
Timebase, classified in class 348, subclass 512. 

III. Claims 15-19, drawn to Decoding by Plural Parallel Decoders, classified 
in class 712, subclass 212. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In. the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
resetting the text presentation reference time in order to better synchronize the text data 
with video data when the video data changes discontinuously. See M PEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found

In the instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as 
the capability of having two separate decoders, a video decoder and a text decoder, 
work together so that their respective outputs may be mixed together so as to provide a 
synchronized output thus permitting independent, dedicated devices to focus on each 
specific output.
